F R A N K L IN .— T h e American« were 
extremely impatieot to siee themselves 
formally recognised as an independent 
nation by France and Spain.— With a 
view to expediting so important a mea­ 
sure, they had sent Messrs. Doane k 
Benjamin Franklin, as Plenipotentiaries 
to the French C ouit ; the foimer of 
these persooages created but little in­ 
terest, while the justly acquired celebri* 
ty of the latter prevented biro from es­ 
caping aoobserved. 
H e became the 
rage in France ; a perfect mania existed 
to see and cooverse with him, and to 
obtain those coveted 
advantages, all 
ranks and classes coutended with the 
most violcot eagerness.— Franklin was, 
indeed, well worthy the trouble of being 
thus courted, and sought after, for, ol all 
the old men ot Europe, ha was at once 
the handsomest, <uo«t fiank, sensible, 
and well imormed.yet simple as a child, 
and veiling beneath the most unassuming 
manners, a depth of political talent few 
have ever possessed. 
His open and 
ingenuous character woa over all hearts 
to his cause, and none who had the grati­ 
fication of listening to the persuasive 
eloquence of this highly gifted man, 
hesitated one momeot to wish well totbe 
American cause. 
W ithout his aid, I am 
persuaded the French monarch would 
never have declared in tbeir favour. 


W ith much good sense, Franklin at 
first, kept aloof Irom the crowd with 
which he was besieged, aud this reserve 
only still further excited French cu­ 
riosity. 


“ Pardon me,* was the answer of the 
kind-hearted old plenipotentiary ; ' but 
until the independence 01 my country is 
fully recognised, I caunot accept your 
kindness and friendly lovitatious ; rea­ 
son« of the greatest importance restrict 
me to a lite of privacy until then.”

| tic notice of a nation whose institutions 


j are so peculiar, ami 'those advance in 
I the usuiul arts as well as in politics is »0 
great. 
T h e present crisis in Europe by 
no means diminishes this intereot, since 
our example 10 politics is more and ;»ore 
appealed to by one party, and naturally 
regarded with more jealousy by the 
other. 
I 
On the other hand, the American tra- 
| veller sees all European objects and 
institutions from a new aspect. He feels 
the strong contrasts 
which absolute 
novelty presents, aud may be expected 
to describe them with corresponding 
freshness. 
T he government, manners, 
scenery,costum e and architecture are 
all new to him ; and his conclusions, 
other things being equal, are likely to 
be novel at least, and perhaps more just, 
seeing that he does not. like (he E uro­ 
pean, view things customary and fami­ 
liar to him, and does not conclude for 
that reasou that they are right and na­ 
tural. 


We have been so much accustomed 
to hear of Europe troui English travel­ 
lers, and to see things as they see them 
with tbeir eyes, that it is somewhat re ­ 
freshing and curious to learn how they 
strike an American mind. 
T he very 
climate comes described to us under 
circumstances that may mislead us.— 
A traveller from the isle of ram and mist 
may well 
find the sky cheating aud 
brilliant which seems nothing very d e ­ 
lectable to a North American.— Mr. 
Jefferson says that the climate of Pan« 
is detestable, and contrasts with it the 
cloudless canopy 
which 
perpetually 
overhung (Monticello. Mr. Pinkney, we 
believe, found Naples no paradise m 
this respect, in the season, at leasl,w hen
